The chief things to be recommended 10

I. 1 ET the members of our ſociety direct 
L prinees and great men in ſueh a man- 
ner, that they may ſeem to have nothing elſe 
in view but the promotion of God's glory; 
and adviſe them to no other auſterity of con- 
ſcience, but what they themſelves are willing 
to comply with; for their aim muſt not, im- 
mediately, but by degrees and inſenſibly, be di- 
rected towards political and ſecular dominion. 
II. We muſt therefore often inculcate into 
them, that honours and preferments in the 
ſtate ſnou'd always be conferr'd according to 
the rules of juſtice; that God is very much 
offended at princes, when they any ways de- 
rogate from this principle, and are hurry'd 
away by the impulſe of their paſſions. In 
the next place, our members muſt with gra- 
vity proteſt, and in a ſolemn manner affirm 
that the adminiſtration of publick affairs is 
what they with reluctance interfere in; and 
that the dur of their office obliges them of- 
ten to ſpeak ſuch truths. as they wou'd other- 
wiſe omit. When this point is once gain'd, 
care muſt be taken to lay before them the ſe. 
veral virtues perſons ſhou'd be furniſh'd with, 
who are to be admitted into publick employs ;

ſhou'd his holineſs eyer become a temporal 
pm over all, Wherefore, let no methods 
be untried, with cunning and privacy, by de- 
grees, to encreaſe the worldly intereſts of 


the ſociety, and then, no doubt, a golden 
age will go hand in hand with an univer- 


ſal and laſting peace, and the divine bleſ- 
ſing of conſequence attend the catholick 
church. 

VIII. But if our hopes in this ſhould be 
blaſted, and ſince offences of neceſlity will 
come, our political ſchemes muſt be cun- 
ningly vers, according to the different po- 
ſture of the times; and--princes, our inti- 
mates, whom we can influence to follow 


our councils, muſt be puſned on to embroil 


themſelves in yigorous wars one with an- 
other, to the end, our ſociety, (as pro- 
moters of the univerſal good of the world) 
may, on all hands, be ſollicited to contri- 
bute its aſſiſtance, and always employed in 
being mediators of publick diſſenſions: by 


this means the chief benefices and prefer- 


ments in the church, will, of courſe, be given 
us by way of compenſation for our ſervices.
